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En la zona llamada del Pedregal, en el Distrito 
Federal, y que se extiende hasta las estribaciones de 
la Sierra del Ajusco, existe un pequeño volcan lla¬ 
mado ' Xitle" . En tiempos ya muy remotos, este vol¬ 
can hizo erupción, cubriendo toda la region de uno 
gruesa capa de lava. Debajo de esta capa de lava se 
hicieron en fechas recientes, diversos túneles, habi¬ 
endo encontrado restos humanos, abundantes objetos 
de cerámico, morteros y pavimentos de piedra. Estos 
hallazgos demuestran que las tumbas encontradas per¬ 
tenecieron a hombres incaicos muertos y enterrados 
antes de la erupción del volcan. 

Los geologos sin fijar una fecha exacta de la 
erupción del Ixtle" están acordes en que esta debió 
ocurrir a fines del siguiente milenio A.C. siendo en¬ 
tonces factible que el valle de Mexico estaba habi¬ 
tado hace mas de 4, 000 altos por hombres que vivian 
en un estado de relativa civilización. Prueba de ello 
son los objetos encontrados en las tumbas. Habia nu¬ 
merosas cabecitas de barro hechas a mano, siguiendo 
la técnica de pastillaje, que consiste en aplicar pe- 
dacitos de barro en la pieza principal para figurar la 
nariz, la boca y los ojos. La cerámico de esta época 
se distingue por ser sus paredes gruesas y adornadas 
con pinturas o grabados de tipo negativo o a cero per¬ 
dida, predominando el color blanco. 

Entre los objetos de piedra están los metates, 
cuyo uso aunsubsiste en Mexico; pelotas de diversos 
tamaños y cuyo significado no ha sido posible deter¬ 
minar. Flechas y navajas de obsidiana. 

En las diversas zonas de cultura arcaica la die¬ 
dad que con mayor frecuencia se encuentra represen¬ 
tado, es el Dios del Fuego " HUEHUETEOTL" . 

Al seguir las excavaciones en la zona del- 
Pedregal, fue descubierto en CUICUILCO un templo 
cubierta a medias por la lava. Este templo no es pre¬ 
cisamente una pirámide sino un monticulo en forma de 
cono truncado, solido, artificial, y compuesto de 5 
terrazas. El centro que es de adobe esta recubierto 
con parades de maposteria. 

Habiendo sido edificado con seguridad al Dios 
HUEHUETEOTL como la deidad que adoraban en 
esa época, no es extraño que los templos se confuy¬ 
eran imitando la forma de los volcanes, considerados 
también sagrados en virtud de su relación con el fuego. 

Considerado como contemporáneo o tal vez 
anterior a Copilco, el templo de Cuicuilco es de suma 
importancia e ínteres para los arque logos, pues al mis¬ 
mo tiempo esta considerado como la construcción mas 
antigua del continente.

"THE CRYSTAL CITY TECHNIQUE" 

The Mexican American power play In Crystal 
City shook the political world not long ago. There 
were lessons to be learned and the people In Union 
City, California, learned them wel I. 

The formula Is simple. Get out and register 
people to vote and once having accomplished this 
difficult task then make sure that they turn out to vote 
on election day. The formula works beautifully where 
the population Is over 50% Mexican American. 

To start out you have to be mad enough at the 
absence of Mexican Americans In elective office and 
you have to be willing to work like hell and forget 
petty differences. |t requires a great dedication to 

the task.,...the target Is to get the man In. 

everything else becomes secondary and petty bicker¬ 
ing Is out of the question. And finally It fakes a great 
organized effort. 

These ingredients all came Into play recently 
In Union City, California. |t all started Innocent 
enough with the local Gl Forum Chapter Initiating a 
registration drive for voters. The MAPA Chapter and 
CSO from Oakland and the Gl Forum Chapter also 
from Oakland joined Union City In the effort. The 
Latin American Club and Comisión Honorífica from 
Union City joined in as well as other Interested indi¬ 
viduals and a steamroller began to develop. 

500 people who had never voted before were 
now qualified to vote. 

Bernle Morales, the local chapter chairman of 
the Gl Forum, was approached to run for the City 
Council. He decided to run and found widespread 
support. Bernle Is a quiet, unassuming man. He has 
a cabinet making business and Is well liked for his 
sincerity and concern for the progress of the Mexican 
American. 

In prior years only about 20 to 25% of the 
Mexican Americans turned out to vote In Union City 
and some hundred years passed since any M-A has 
been elected to any elective post In Alameda County. 

With the registration drive a success and a 
candidate ready to go the gears were oiled for a drive 
to get out the vote. The workers went out and rang 
doorbells, offered baby sitting service and ran a sound 
truck thru the neighborhood. 

Jess Cardenas, who acted as campaign chair¬ 
man for Bernle Morales, was optimistic and the work¬ 


ers continued to pound away with one thing In mind.. 
ELECT BERNIE MORALES TO THE COUNCIL. 

When the polls closed the die had been cast. 
65% of the Mexican Americans had turned out to vote 
as opposed to a 59% general turnout. The results 
showed that Bernle Morales had won a seat on the city 
council with 770 votes. The top vote getter in the 
race had received 800 votes, only 30 more than Bernie 
Morales. The third candidate elected came In with 
452. Overnight a new respect was born for the Mex¬ 
ican American. A respect that only comes with the 
power of the vote. 

I called Bernle Morales on the phone. He was 
pleased but not surprised. The credit belonged to the 

workers and the people.it was their victory he 

said. He didn't say what Is well known.he 

worked as hard as anybody. 

In two years the Mayor and the Vice-Mayor 
come up for election and for Union City it's just a 
matter of how much they want. I don't think that any 
power grab Is planned on any grand scale by the Mex¬ 
ican Americans In Union City but they know they can 
do It any time If the situation demands It. 

For Son Jose there's a lesson there somewhere. 
|t Is a fairly obvious one. Till we go to school on It a 
gloomy political cloud will remain over our fair city.

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Until recently | was often asked, "why are 
you running for Supervisor? You know you can't make 
it." 

The question has now changed to "What can I 
do to help? | think we have a real chance now." 

Work in the precincts has brought about this 
remarkable change in the attitudes of my friends and 
compadres. With the untiring work of many devoted 
people, my campaign committee has reached out into 
both the Mexican American and Anglo communities. 
We have distributed many thousands of leaflets and 
cards about the campaign. During this time we have 
also registered thousands of new voters, many of them 
Mexican-Amer icons. 

Our job has been a tough one, and it will con¬ 
tinue to be difficult up until the votes are counted on 
election day. Our numbers are growing, and victory 
looks more certain every day. 

People in the second district have started ask¬ 
ing each other; 

"Where are the parks we need and 
were promised?" 

"How can we get a public defender 
system? " 

"What can the County do to end 
poverty? " 

"Will Defense Cutbacks make us a 
Ghost Town? " 

These questions affect each of us and the county gov¬ 
ernment must face them squarely. In order to even 
start solving these problems we must break out of the 
rural harness of 19th century thinking which has held 
sway in the Board of Supervisors. 

Parks, public defender and welfare are all is¬ 
sues that come under the domain of county government 
but many people fail to see what the county can do to 
cushion unemployment due to the end of military con¬ 
tracts. For our size, we have more defense industry 
than perhaps any other county in the nation. Some 
laws have already been passed to attack this problem 
on a federal level. But because of the huge amount 
of defense work locally we have an equally huge dan¬ 
ger of local depression. We have to take local ini¬ 
tiative to move on this problem immediately. The cut¬ 
backs are not limited to defense workers. When one 
group is laid off, they can no longer be a support to 
the whole economy. In short order the cutbacks are 
felt in the grocery stores, the building industry, car 
sales, the service industries and in all parts of our 
economy. Within months it will effect us all. More 
men will be competing for fewer jobs, and we can

expect such competition to drive down our income. 
We cannot sit idly by and watch this happen. 

Can we hope for more military contracts? No, 
the trend is in the other direction and we already have 
more than our share. What we must do is plan for re¬ 
conversion of our industries so that we can meet the 
changes as they occur. In order to do this, I feel that 
it is the role of county government to bring together 
the most knowing elements of the community, labor 
and management. 

Certainly management has a responsibility to 
the community in which it has thrived, and the people 
who work in the plants will have ideas of what their 
machines can do to produce items that are necessary 
for peacetime use. Many avenues may be open that 
have not been explored; space research, oceanography, 
electronic equipment for industrial use, for ships, ra¬ 
pid transit, private aircraft, etc. The possibilities are 
many. |t will take the three way conferences of local 
government, labor and management to arrive at the 
specifics, and we cannot delay. 

I cannot promise you the solutions to the prob¬ 
lems mentioned, but if | am elected, you may be cer¬ 
tain that I will represent the majority of the people in 
the community. All my efforts will be to obtain the 
needed parks, establish a public defender system to 
help insure equality before the law, and to see that 
we run a humane welfare system which will lift people 
from proverty to productivity.
